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HUMPHREY  and  HUMPHRIES 


This  data  on  Humphrey  has  been  compiled,  from 
the  data  on  that  name  which  is  to  be  found  in  the 
South  Carolina  State  Archives  in  Columbia.  This 
data  will  have  to  be  supplemented  by  data  from  the 
various  county  seats  in  the  wtate  by  Administrations, 
will  files,  deeds  &  Court  of  Equity  data. 

I  find  the  name  spelled  in  various  forms  as 
Humphrey,  Humphreys,  Humprries,  Humphres,  Umhrey, 
and  Umphries  and  with  variations  of  all  of  these,, 

Since  many  of  my  papers  fall  into  the  hands 
of  professional  genealogists  who  use  them  as  their 
own,  I  do  not  give  in  this  paper  (except  in  some 
cases)  the  source,  book  and  page  or  file.  The  one 
who  had  this  work  done  I  will  furnish  the  source  to 
her  at  no  extra  cost.  Others  who  want  the  source, 

I  will  furnish  that  at  the  regular  rates.

and  data  on  her  William  Humphrey  who  died  in  Edge- 
field  County,  S.C.  and  from  whom  she  descends 0  She 
has  her  lineage  proved  back  to  him.

3  South  Carolina  Colonial  counties  were  four... 

The  first  and  largest  county  was  Craven  and  began 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Santee  River  and  extended  up 

the  Atlantic  coast  to  the  N.C.  line  and  then  followed 
the  N.C. -S.C.  state  line  to  a  point  where  the  present 
counties  of  Greenvillle  and  Pickens  join... from  there 
it  came  in  a  straight  line  to  where  the  present  city 
of  Columbia  sets  and  from  Columbia  down  the  east  and 
north  sides  of  the  Congaree  and  Santee  Rivers  to  the 
beginning. .. .The  second  county  was  Berkeley  and 
began  with  the  present  county  of  Charleston  and 
followed  the  Craven  line  to  N.C.  and  then  back 
along  Granville  County  to  Colleton  and  then  followed 
Colleton  to  the  Atlantic  and  included  Orangeburg... 
The  3rd  county  was  Colleton  and  began  with  the 
present  county  by  that  name  and  tended  east  along 
Berkley  to  a  point  above  the  present  county  of 
Saluda  above  the  town  of  Ninety  Six  in  present  Green¬ 
wood  County  and  then  on  west  along  the  Granville 

County  line . The  ip th  county  was  Granville  and 

began  with  the  present  countiesof  Beaufort  and 
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Jasper  and  came  up  along  the  east  bank  of  the 
Savannah  River  to  Oconee  County  along  the  N.C. 
line  and  on  the  east  side  bordered  on  Berkeley  to 
Colleton  and  then  back  to  the  Atlantic .. .Up-state 
the  county  lines  were  not  well  defined  and  often. a 
land  grant  or  plat  will  show  in  one  county  when  it 
actually  was  in  another.  Also  along  the  N.C.  line 
many  S.C.  grants  were  made  in  N.C.  and  then  thought 
to  be  in  N.C.  but  later  found  to  be  in  S.C. 

Land  grants  before  the  Revolution. ..  .From  174-5 
to  1775  land  was  granted  by  the  size  of  the  family., 
a  married  man  could  take  100a  and  an  additional  50a 
for  his  wife  and  extra  50a  for  each  dependent  under 
the  age  of  16  and  when  other  children  were  born  he 
could  take  additional  5>0  a  for  each.. NO  MAN  had 
more  lands  than  his  family  allowed  for  unless  at 
times  he  was  paid  in  land  grants  f nu  some  service 
to  the  Crown*  n  .A  single  boy  or  gii?l  over  age  of  15 
(nearing  16)  could  take  100a  each  (save  for  a  few 
intervals  when  they  were  allowed  but  50a  each  for 
certain  years)*. .No  married  woman  could  take  a 
grant  unless  she  was  a  widow. 

After  the  Revolution  this  head  gight  grant 
law  was  not  in  effect  and  anybody  could  take  all 
he  could  secure. 

Immigrants  &  land  Grants 

Council  Journal  dated  27  Feb.  1767  ’’Lately 
arrived  from  Ireland:  Thomas  Humphreys  and  allowed 
200a  of  land  (Wife  &  1  child  under  16);  Mary  Humphreys 
and  allowed  100a  of  land  (Single);  Jane  Humphreys 
and  allowed  100a  of  land;  John  Humphreys  and  allowed 
100a  of  land. 

This  was  likely  a  family  consisting  of  Thomas 
Humphrey,  the  father,  his  wife  and  a  child  under  age 
of  16... Mary,  Jane  &  John  were  likely  children  over 
age  of  16  and  allowed  lands  for  themselves. 

0 , J  c  27  Feb.  1767  arrived  on  the  Ship  Earl  of 
Hillsborough  Agnes  Humphries  age  I4.O  an^  Agnes 
Humphries  age  11. 

The  C.J.  Journal  did  not  state  they  applied 
for  land  but  I  found  in  grants  that  Mrsl  Agnes 
Humphries  took  a  grant  for  200a.  This  indicated 
she  was  a  widow  and  had  two  dependents  under  age 
of  16,  *  .Margaret  11  was  one. .This  Mrs.  Margaret 
and  the  Thomas  above  since  all  came  at  same  time 
were  ibikely  related. Beg  Pardon  Margaret  did  not 
take  grant.  Likely  wife .

Army  are  not  listod  altho  the  Commission  does  have 
some  photostat  copies  from  Washington  Archives  on 
Continental  tropes ... It  iswell  to  note  who  the  indents 
were  made  payable  to... The  state  ran  out  of  money  in 
July  1779  and  after  the  War  an  act  was  passed  to  pay 
all  proved  claims  with  indents  (A  sort  of  script  money 
which  bore  interest  annually)  and  these  files  arc  for 
those  claims... I  took  all  Humphrey  names  from  the  INDEX 
and  all  may  not  be  for  service  but  as  witness  to  claims 
or  for  supplies  or  other  data.  The  names  appear  below 
and  often  several  men  of  same  name  appear  In  each  file.

from  Orangeburg  Dist.  and  was  a  captain  in  the 
Continental  line.

The  3rd  #  indicates 
how  many  women  were  in  the  house  including  the  wife.. 
Compare  the  Census  with  land  grants  and  later  with 
wills.

WILLS 

In  the  S.C.  Society  Library  in  Columbia  on  the 
University  Campus  are  copies  of  all  the  wills  in  S.C. 
up  to  18^0-65  from  the  counties  in  which  Sherman  did 
no!b  burn  the  records ..  .Sherman  burned  the  records  in 
Beaufort,  Colleton,  Orangeburg,  Lexington,  Georgetown, 
Chesterfield,  Lancaster  (But  most  of  deeds  saved), 
Dorchester  and  in  Abbeville  and  Richland  most  of  the 
wills  and  administrations  were  saved  from  Sherman  but 
all  deeds  were  burned  in  Richland  and  Abbeville. 

I  have  made  abstracts  from  all  wills  on  file 
here  and  from  the  copies  which  were  made  by  the  WPA... 
I  find  these  copies  about  4^  inaccurate  when  compared 
to  the  original  wills  on  file  in  the  county  seats... 

In  the  County  seats  often  in  the  files  with  the  wills 
are  other  papers  which  give  more  data  as  when  the 
heirs  signed  receipts  or  when  names  of  husbands  and 
wives  of  the  heirs  are  listed  along  with  inventories 
and  other  valuable  data. 


Recall  also  that  when  a  man  died  intestate 
without  a  will,  his  Estate  was  administered  and  valuable 
data  is  shown  in  those  files...
